Mr. Gilder's father used to write articles 
for a weekly newspaper without pay, and the 
editor was so much pleased with this ar- 
rangement that he sat the boy on top of a 
soap box and taught him to set type. The 
little fellow was so fascinated with the work 
that he used to carry around type in his

94116 f father moved to Flushing, L. I., when 
Richard Watson was young, and established 
a seminary, and there the son was educated. 
When he was 12 years old young Gilder 
issued an old newspaper known as the St. 
Thomas Register. He was editor, printer, 
and publisher. 

Four years later he was joined by two oth- 
er youths in the publication of a ca ign 
journal which advocated the cause o Bell 
and Everett in the great presidential strug- 
gie. He was so frail and so different from 
other boys that his education was given to 
him by his father at home and then under 
private tutors, 


Helps in Defense of Carlisle. 

In 1868 he enlisted in Landis’ Philadelphia 
battery and was under fire at the defense 
of Carlisie. His father was chaplain of the 
Fortieth New York regiment and died while 
ministering to dying soldiers in the army 
smallpox hospital at Brandy wine Station, Va. 
Then Gilder studied law, but on the death of 
his father in 1864 had to earn his own Hving 
and accepted the position of paymaster of 
the Camden and Amboy railroad. 

Early the next year he became a reporter 
for the Newark Advertiser. He was pro- 
moted rapidly and in turn became puiitical 
writer, city editor. and managing editor. 
After several years with this pewspaper he, 
with Newton Crane, then consul {> Man- 
chester, England, founded the Newark itex- 
ister. It did not succeed, and in 1870 he 
became one of the editors of Hours at Home, 
a monthly magazine published by the Serib- 
ners. That same year Scribner's Monthis 
Magazine was started, and Dr. J. d. Holtand, 
who had charge, made Mr. Gilder its man- 
aging editor. 

Mr. Gilder wrote The Old Cabinet de- 
partment, one of the most attractive features 
of the magazine. On the death of Dr. Hol- 
land Mr. Gilder was made editor in chief of 
the magazine and he secured an interest in 
the publication. Rosewell Smith, who owned 
one-third interest, bought out the Scribners 
and the name was changed to The Century. 


Meets Art Student; Weds Her. 


While Mr. Gilder sat at his desk in the 
Century offige one day Helen Hunt, the 
authoress, visited him, and she had with her 
Miss Helena De Kay, daughter of Commo- 
dore De Kay and granddaughter of Joseph 
Rodman Drake, author of The . Culprit 
Fay.’ Miss De Kay was at that time an art 
student. 

The editor fell in love with the art student 
and they were married and had five chi- 
dren, and the wife and children—Rodman, 
Dorothea, George, Francesca, and Rosamond 
survive him. The two boys have graduated 
from Harvard, Rodman in 1800 and George 
in 1908. 

About 1893 Mr. Gilder went to live through 
the summer at Marion, Mass. There he J 
found the strange ruins of a factory, which, 
it is said, he purchased for $5 and with the 
stones had built a study with a grand chim- 
ney, and around that chimney some of the 
most famous men and women in this country 
have met. There some of his best poems 
were written and some of his best work done. 

Mr. Gilder was an Independent Democrat 
in politics and was a close friend of Grover 
Cleveland. 


Was a Patron of Arts. 55 

Mr. Gilder was not only a writer but a 
patron of the arts: He was a member of the 
institute of Arts and Letters and ene of the 
founders of the American Copyright league, 
and a member of the executive committee 
of the National Civil Service Reform league. 

He was author of The Celestia! Passion,“ 
„ Two Worlds,” The Great Remembrance,” 
In Palestine and Other Poems, The Fire 
Divine,” In Helen's Garnen and other 
poems and books.

Tells of Carpenters’ Demands. . 

Telling’ of his experiences with the carpen- 
ters, who for some years have been warring 
with the union e in Chicago, Mr.

“Two carpenters came to the plant in the 
fall of 19013 ahd demanded that our wood- 
workers be required to join their union. I 
refused to acceile to this and they came back 
a number of times. The last visit was two 
weeks before the fire. The carpenters said 
they would tie up the plant if I did not give 
in, and they told mel would see them again.”’

Policeman Tells of Fire. 

The next step in the testimony was the 
calling of Policeman Teets to tell of the fire 
and the arrest of the Altmans. 

I had just reported from the box at Fifty- 
seventh street and Center avenue,“ said the 
patrolman, * when I noticed two men going 
in a northwesterly direction Reaching the 
corner they turned east and started to run. 
One or two policemen were with me and we 
called to them to halt. They hesitated, then 
started again, doing this two or three times. 

We chaséd and caught the men. 

Don't arrest me, fellows,’ said one, ‘I 
used to be on the police force and expect to 
get back again. I won't stand any chance if 
you take me to the station.’ 

The other policemen started for the sta- 
tion with the men. As they did so my atten- 
tion was attracted by a fire between Fifty- 
seventh and Fifty-eighth streets. Turning 
in an alarm at the corner, I ran to the fire. 
I had only gone a short distance when an ex- 
plosion followed. I noticed a window in the 
basement was open.“

Mrs. Cannon doubted the story, as she said 
‘she had received a letter on Oct. 13, which 
stated that he was returning to his plantation 
to devote himself to business. She said that 
he had written about coming home after he 
was released from prison, but the letter 
told of a change of plans. Mr. Cannon sald 
that he had been expecting his son to come 
home soon. He said he would try to have 
his son's body brought to Harrisburg for 
burial. 


Went to Tropics as Rodman. 


Cannon left the Harrisburg high school in 
1898 and tried to enlist for the Spanish war. 
He fatied and went to the Drexel institute, 
Philadelphia, whence he went to Washington 
and secured a position as a rodman on some 
railroad construction work in the United 
States of Colombia. <A few years later he 
turned up in Nicaragua as an engineer's as- 
sistant on the canal survey. He took a great 
interest in the frequent revolutions and final- 
ly left the service of the canal commission 
and threw in his lot with one of the leaders. 
Three years ago he was accused of siding 
with a revolutionary party and had to leave 
the country. When his friends regained pow- 
er he was with them, and he wrote to his 
father that he had property worth 630,000. 

The desire to be mixed up in martial events 
geems to have been firmly implanted in his 
breast, however, for he was heard from again 
last February, when he was forcibly ex- 
pelled from Honduras and put aboard a fruit 
vessel bound for New Orleans. 


. In Irons Almost Four Months. 


His expulsion followed his imprisonment 
in a Honduran jail for five months, during 
the first three and a half months of which he 
constantly was in irons, his shackles weigh- 
ing more than forty pounds. 

He was sestenced to be shot in August, 
1908, and saved his life by giving a decilara- 
tion establishing the complicity of Salvador 
in the revolution against the Davilla govern- 
ment. This' was to have been used at the 
peace court at Cartago, but before it was 


presented Cannon had issued a statement 


saying that he had signed the statement at 
the point of a bayonet, while the firing squad 
lined up, ready to shoot him if he refused to 
sign. On this representation the peace court 
refused to consider the statement. 

Cannon, who was of splendid physique, left 
the ship on which.he was forced te sail from 
Honduras at Belize, and started back for 
Salvador with the expressed intention of 
heading another revolution against Hon- 
duras.

PARIS SHOWS KEEN INTEREST 


Negotiations Pending at Rome Give 
Rise to Speculation. 


PARIS, Nov. 18.—It ts stated here today 
that Count Boni de Castellane has been in 
Rome for the last two weeks trying to ar- 
range for the papal annulment of, his mar- 
riage with Anna Gould, now the Princess de 
Sagan. 

Dean of Ecclesiastical Advocates Pucelli is 
acting as the count's intermediary with the 
vatican authorities, it is said, and the nego- 
tlations are proceeding in strict secrecy. 

This report, which reached Paris through 
a private source said to be reliable, has creat- 
ed the keenest interest within the limited 
circle to which it has penetrated. 

It is assumed that the count would not seek 
a final dissolution of the tie with his former 
wife,’whom he has pursued relentlessly, un- 
less he has new prospects in view, or, in other 
words, proposes to marry again.

BRYAN.FIRES BROADSIDE AT 
SALOON AND PERSONALLIBERTY 


Says Drunken Man Is Menace to Those 
About Him and the Bar the Meeting 
Place of Criminal Element. 


Lincoln Neb., Nov. 18.—[Special.J—W. J. 
Bryan's expected broadside against the sa- 
loon and the doctrine of personal liberty will 
appear in the forthcoming issue of his Com- 
moner. Mr. Bryan declaree the drunken man 
is a menace to those about him and the saloon 
akin to a disorderly house and gambling hall, 
the rendezvous of the criminal element and 
the willing tool of the corrupt politician. 

Discussing the campaign of liquor dealers 
and the iseue of personal liberty, he says: 

The liquor dealers, recognizing that their 
obvious pecuniary interest would lessen the 
weight of any argument which they might 
publicly advance, are making their fight un- 
der cover of organizations purporting to rep- 
resent those who use liquor. Well meaning 
men have been misied into believing that 
every attempt to lessen the evils of intem- 
perance is a fanatical attack on persona! 
liberty. 

“What is meant by personal liberty ? 
Does it mean a person has a right to drink 
in any quantity at any time and in any place, 
no matter whet injury he may inflict upon 
others? If not, with whom reste the right 
to fix limitations? The right to drink does 
not n include ‘the right to demand 
the establishment of a saloon.”

even that figure will be exceeded. All meats 
will cost more than a year ago, and certain 
23 will sell at higher prices than have 

en recorded since 1682. 

Vegetables, on the other hand,. will be 
cheaper, and there will be a vig drop in the 
price of cranberries, although other fruits 
will be held at figures as high or higher than 
at this time last year. 


Turkeys Up 4 Cents. 

Turkeys will sell at wholesale at 23 and 2% 
cents a pound, while a year ago the price was 
19 and 20 cents. What retailers will demand 
for fat turkeys will depend largely on the in- 
dividual clientage, but it is expected that the 
popular retail price will be 80 cents a pound. 
Whatever the ratio of profit insisted upon 
by the retailer, the cost to housewives gen- 
erally will be increased at e 4 cents a 
pound. 

All other poultry will sell at a correspond- 
ing advance. Chickens will be up to 14 and 
16 cents a d, compared to 8 and 10 cents 
a year ago. Bucks will be advanced to 15 and 
16 cents, against 8 and 11 cents last year, and 
geese will de held at 12 cents, as contrasted 
with 9 cents. 

Prairie chickens will jump to $28.00 and 
$30.00 a dozen, while mallard ducks will ad- 
vance to $7.50 and 8.00 a dozen; partridges to 
$18.00 and $20.00, and quail to $4.50 and $5.00 
a dosen, all descriptions being held at prices 
such as have not been recorded at Thanks- 
giving time in many years. 


Other Meats Soar Sky High. 

Tt will be useless to seek relief by turning 
to other meats, as unustally high costs will 
prevail in the market for beef, pork, and 
mutton products. Suckling pigs, such as 
were sold last year at $1.00 and $1.50, will 
cost $2.25 and $2.75. Roast pork and other 
cuts will cost 2% and 3’ cents more than a 
year ago, and fancy beef cuts whl be raised 2 
and 2% cents a pound.

The action is: as a victory for the} 
elevator conetructors, who have been on a 
strike against the Otis company. since May 1, 
and whose places were taken by Madden's 
machinists at a lower wage ecale than that 
demanded by the strikers. 

According to a resotution adopted on the 
concurrence of a committee on adjustment 
the elevator constructors are to be given the 
exclusive jurisdiction: of elevator erection 
work in Chicago, in the event that President 
Gompers finds that evidence submitted by 
Delegate Frank Feeney 18 correct. 


Hot Fight Is.Precipitated. \ : 
The Chicago Building Trades situation pre- 
efpitated thé warmest fight so far waged on 
the floor of the convention. The-debate oc- 
cupied the entire afternoon session, and at 
times became 30 8 that President Gom- 
Pers repeatedly was compelied to rap for 
order. ‘While Ma iden’ s name was not men- 
tioned hy the speakers stipporting the con- 
tention’) the elevator constructors, their 
allusions io an individual who is responsi- 
ble for the present disgraceful conditions in 
Chicago,” plainly pointed to the convicted 
ex-labor czar of the Associated Building 

Trades. \ 

The report of the committee was the first 
} which the administration permitted tp 
be amended without opposition on the part of 
the executive officers. As reported original- 
ly, it provided only for an investigation by 
President Gompers, with the proviso that 
the machinists should be ousted in the event 
the elevator constructors’ claims were found 
to be as represented in the convention. 

The immediate withdrawal of tne ma- 
chinigts was obtained by Delegate Feeney by 
the adoption of an amendment to the com- 
mittee's report which was proposed by him. 

The machinists are taking the places of 
our striking members in Chicago, and I de- 
mand that they desist immediately from act- 
ing as strike breakers,’ said Mr. Feeney.

Steps to 
bring about the merger will be taken follow- 
ing the completion of the investigation of the 
dispute in Chicago, the executive council 
being instructed, to use its good offices to 
effect a —— settlement. 

This proposition was accepted by Delegate 
Feenéy, though delegates of the carpenters, 
seamen, and other crafts protested by claim- 
ing jurisdiction over the parts of work of 
elevator erection not claimed by machiniats. 

The convention during the day worked like 
a steam roller, mercilessly crushing out 
jurisdictional . and ordering the 
amalgamations of dual organizations with 
unions regularly chartered by the federation. 
Of the mandatory amalgamations ordered, 
— most important were those of the Amal- 

ated Woodworkers’ union with the 
6 ted Brotherhood of Carpenters and Join- 
ers, the Brotherhood of Raflway Car Men 
with the International Association of Car 
Workers, and the Brass Molders, now a part 
of the Metal Polishers’ union, with the Iron 
Molders’ union. 

The action on the brass molders was taken 
against the vigorous protests of the metal 
polishers’ delegation.

pew, Postmaster General Hitchcock, Secre- 
tary of Commerce and Labor Nagel, and 
other well known men. 


Business Men’s Help Needed. 

Senator Aldrich said: 

“Acting within its unquestioned authority 
congress will in the near future be called upon 
to attempt the solution of practical business 
questions vitally affecting the interests of 
our entire people and upon their correct solu- 
tion the course of the future welfare of the 
country largely must depend. 

“TI should like to impress upon the busi- 
ness men of the country the fact that they 
must share in the responsibility for wise con- 
gressional legislation. No class of men is so 
influential in the creation of public opinion 
and in our country the character of legisla- 
tion must be based upon an intelligent public 
opinion. 

“I will mention briefly some of these ques- 
tions. First, there is a necessity for a re- 
form in the character and extent of the na- 
tional expenditures. A recent expert exam- 
ination indicates that a saving of from 10 to 
20 per cent of national expenses can be made, 
and at the same time greater efficiency ob- 
tained by an application of business methods 
to government Work. 


Sound Currency Necessary. 

“The president repeatedly has called the 
attention of the country to the urgency 
amendments to the interstate commerce ac 
and to the Sherman anti-trust act, for the 
purpose of making this restrictive legislation 
effective in practical operation. 

The national monetary commission has 
assigned to it an important work. A sound 
and adequate currency and a stable and em- 
client banking system are necessary for the 
continuance of our successful national de- 
velopment. 

“The legislative provisions to carry into 
effect the important reforms I have indicated 
t hould be submitted to the people for criti- 
cism and consideration at the earliest possj- 
ble moment.’
